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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: with respect to applicant's arguments that neither 
Vossmeyer or Perez alone teach the invention as claimed, the Office acknowledges this fact, and notes that this is why the 103(a) 
rejection was made instead of a rejection under 35 USC 102. In particular, while Vossmeyer fail to teach cavities made based on 
molecular imprinting, Perez do teach molecular imprinting using nanoparticles, and further provide motivation for doing so, in that this 
allows for more specific binding and accurate detection, as noted in the previous Office Action mailed January 12, 2007. With respect to 
applicant's arguments that the prior art fail to teach molecular imprinting, the Office notes that Perez teach that in molecular imprinting, 
template molecules are bound to seed particles between 30-45 nm, which are then polymerized (p.1854, col. 1-2), which in the patent of 
Vossmeyer would be semiconductor nanoparticles. Since applicant has not pointed out why the molecular imprinting technique of Perez 
could not be performed with the nanoparticles of Vossmeyer, applicant's arguments are not found persuasive . 
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
